There is no disguising the fact that conditions throughout the 
Western Provinces of Canada are not, at the present time, very en- 
‘couragirg and many people are faced with a difficult winter and 
some hardship. In this respect the Canadian Prairie Provinces are | 
not so very different from other parts of the Dominion and other | 
countries throughout the world. There is, however, no real reason 
why the people of the West should lose heart and indulge in blue 
ruin pessimistic talk. Such an attitude will not help, but will rather 
operate to further hinder a return to better times and conditions, 

Present conditions in the West are bound to be of a temporary 
character and no country in the world is capable of more rapid re- 
covery than the Canadian Prairie West. One misfortune and un- 
toward occurrence after anpther played havoc with agricultural pro- 
duction and marketing this year, and while it may be hard for many 
families to maintain themselves this winter, their condition will be 
no worse, and in the vast majority of cases very much better, than 
the carly pioneers of this country and of Ontario and the Western 
States had to bear. Yet these carlier pioneers held on, revealing a 
determination and courage Which in due course brought its reward, 
and thousands of them are today enjoying wealth or a secure and 
comfortable livelihood. Yet they.expericnced harder and apparent- 
lygmore hopeless conditions than those with which the people of 
today are confronted. 

The next few months call for the exercise of certain qualities 
by all people. First and foremost, there must be individual courage, 
determination and energy; the putting forth of every possible effort 
to meet and overcome adverse conditions; an insistent turning away 
from the dark side of the picture and a constant hunt for the silver 
lining and contemplation of all the brighter and more hopeful fea- 
tures of the situation. Secondly, there is need for the development 
of a spirit of helpfulness, even to the extent of personal sacrifice, in 
order that the more fortunately placed ones will rally to the assist- 
ance of the less fortunate. In a word, these more difficult times 
should develop a strong community spirit of helpfulness and co- 
operation. 

While nobody ever welcomes adversity, it must be remembered 
that it is in that hard school that really strong men and women 
are developed. When everything in life moves smoothly, without 
any great difficulty or obstacle in the way, the individual becomes 
soft, loses initiative, becomes weak and lacking in character. It is 
the struggle to overcome, to achieve, to win, that makes real men 
and creates strong characters. The man who, overwhelmed by ad- 
versity, lies down, is a failure and would ultimately prove a failure 
even under normal and less trying conditions. But “the man worth 
while is the man who can smile when everything goes dead wrong.” 
And he is the man who will triumph in the end, and in the more 
successful and brighter days to come will look back with grim satis- 
faction and a deep joy to the dark days in which he struggled and 
achieved, and won not only worldly success, but strength of char- 
acter to meet whatever life might bring to him.

Last Seen in February 1914 Bound for 
Wrangel Island 

Hdinburgh probate court has given 
leave to the heirs of Dr. McKay, a 
member of Stefahsson’s Canadian Are- 
jtic expedition party, to presume that 
ithe doctor fs dead. McKinley, a 
member Of the scientific staff of Stef 
ansson’s party, testified before the pro- 
bate court that when the vessel was 
jcrushed by pack ice north. of Herald 
Island, the party separated into two 
bodies and started for the land.

~ An Eyeless Needle 


of London Doctor 
Help to Surgery © 

The needle’s eye has undergone sey- 
eral changes of position since, in the 
dim past, it was invented and placed 
at the end away from the point. In 
the first form'of sewing-machine the 
needie was made double-ended, and 
the eye was placed in the middle, and 
the idea of putting the eye close to 
the point was one of the first factors 
in making a really practical sewing- 
machine. 

Now, in the latest pattern of needle, 
the eye has disappeared altogether. 
This is a surgery needle for sewing up 
{human tissues after a wound or an 
operation, For such use a needle 
with an eye has never Been entirely 
satisfactory, because the double 
thread, through the eye and back: 
again, inevitably made at one point a. 
thickness different to the thickness of 
‘the rest of the needle. The blunt 
{end of the new needle ends in a short 
tube, in which the end of the thread 
is permanently fixed, so that the sur- 
‘face of the needle is smooth and regu- 
j\lar from end to end, and there is no 
longer any “pull” when the thread 
‘follows through the. hole that the 
‘needle has pierced. The inventor,.a 
{London surgeon, has presented all 
rights in the needle to the London 
Hospital.

| Field“husbandry experiments have a 
very direct relationship with practical 
| farming whether the farming be grain 
| growing, stock growing or both com- 
bined. The grain grower requires 
,the best seed obtainable of the best 
wheat, barley and 


varieties of oats, 


jrye. We endeavor to determine which 
jare the best varieties and then to 
breed better ones and put the seed 


out to people who will increase it and 
make it available for all. The stock 
grower requires feed. We endeavor 
\to serve him by determining the best 
kinds of forage crops and the best 
methods of producing them. The 
grower of both grain and livestock is 
interested in both these phases of ex- 
perimental work and also in crop rota- 
tion and soil fertility. The potato 
land truck grower is anxious to secure 
the best standard varieties and to 
\learn how to. grow them to the best 
advantage. Our field husbandry ex- 
‘periments at Saskatoon are designed

Britain’s Richest Forests Were Felled 
For War Needs 


Uniess mankind helps Nature to re- 
clothe her bare forest lands with trees 
there will be a world shortage of tim- 
ber, 

The war caused supplies, vast be- 
yond telling, to be felled in almost 
every country, and little thought was 
paid to the replanting of land made 
desolate, 

Britain suffered sorely; for some of 


our richest forests were felled, and | Britain. 


many once beautiful stretches of coun- 
try are now without trees. 

Since the end of the war felling has 
been continued with scarcely less urg- 
ency, for there is a passing demand 
for timber In home and foreign mar- 
kets, and now it has become evident 
that we must do something to replant 
the forests. 

A representative of the American 
Worestry Association has come to Eng- 
land to inqufre into our needs for 
seeds from America, Already his as- 
sociation has given us 

a sad commentary upon our lack of 
foresight. There would 
not the slightest need for this. had the 
government followed the example of 
such countries as Norway and Den- 
mark, where for every tree felled a 
hardy seedling must be planted. 
Failure to do this involves heavy 
penalties. 


Alberta’ 8 Poultry Industry 


Has Grown Very-Rapidly in Last Nine 
Years 


The wonderful growth of the poul- 


try industry in Alberta during recent | 


years was dealt with by the Hon, 
George Hoadley, Minister of Agricul- 
ture, when he pointed out that the far- 
mers were coming more and more to 
depend upon thelr poultry and dairy 
products, 

To show. the rapid growth of the in- 
dustry, Mr. Hoadley said that in the 
1911 census the poultry figures for Al- 
berla were two and one-half milion. 
By 1916 this had increased to approxt- 
mately three and a half million, while 
in the figures recently issued by the 
census department the poultry popula- 
tion of the province was set at: four 
and one-quarter million head.  Al-

_A New Rubber Association 


Will Maintain Pre-eminence Great 
Britain Holds in Manufacturing 
Rubber 


Recently there was inaugurated in 
London the Institute of Rubber Indus- 
try, with the object of promoting the 
interests of rubber growers, manufac- 


,;turers and distributors and of advanc- 


ing the standard of the rubber indus- 
try. It is a curlous fact that the in- 
auguration took place almost exactly 
100 years after Thomas Hancock be- 
gan to manufacture rubber in Great 
Twenty years later this 
pioneer took out his patent for vul- 
canizing, that is to say, for the hard- 
ening of rubber by combining it with 
sulphur. Another interesting item of 
rubber history is that it was an Eng- 
lishman who, in 1876, brought the 
first seed of the rubber plant out of 
Brazil. These seeds were brought to 
Kew Gardens where no fewer than 
7,000 rubber plants were raised and 
were then transferred to Ceylon, thus 
establishing the rubber growing in- 
dustry in the east. The famillar 
mackIntosh 1s also-a British invention, 
having been devised in 1843 by C. 
Mackintosh, who devised the first 
waterproofing rubber solution. It is 
expected that the new Institution will 
assist in maintaining the pre-eminence 
which Great Britain holds in the man- 
ufactures and utilization of rubber. 


Abbey’ 's Hidden Colors 


Restoration of Westminster Reveals 
Long Hidden Decorative Work 
That the interior of Westminster 

Abbey, now grey and austere, was: in

Australia to England 


Premier Hughes Has Announced De- 
tails of Proposed Scheme 

Premier Wm. Hughes has submit- 
ted to the Australian House of Repre- 
Sentatives the details of the proposed 
direct wireless scheme beaween Aus- 
tralia and the United Kingdom, ao- 
cording to a cable from Reuter’s Mel- 
bourne correspondent. The common- 
wealth and the Amalgamated Wire- 
less Company will jointly become re- 
sponsible for financing the scheme, 
the premier stated, and the common- 
wealth will secure the controlling in- 
terest. 

The commonwealth and Amalaga- 
mated Company will forthwith con- 
struct a high-power station to carry a 
direct commercial service between 
Australia, the United Kingdom and 
Canada, according to the agreement. 
The main trunk stations are to be 
erected within two years. The rates 
generally will be two-thirds of the 
existing cable charges. 

Premier Hughes, in submitting the 
Scheme to the house, added that it 
was an alternative to the link scheme 
submitted at the Imperial Conference. 

The cable message adds that there 
is little doubt that the proposed 
agreement will be accepted by the 
Australian Government.
